The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-17 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art of 
record does not teach the claimed process kit including a bridge coupling the inner ring 
to the body, wherein the cylindrical inner flange, the cylindrical outer flange, the inner 
ring, the bridge and the body form a single piece cover ring. 

Claims 18 and 19 are allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art 
of record does not teach the claimed process kit including a bridge connecting the inner 
ring and the body, wherein the cylindrical inner flange, the cylindrical outer flange, the 
inner ring, the bridge and the body comprise a contiguous ceramic cover ring. 

Claim 20 is allowable over the prior art of record because the prior art of record 
does not teach the claimed process kit including a ceramic ring having an inner ring 
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coupled to and having a common upper surface with the inner diameter of the body, the 
inner ring and body defining a gap therebetween and a bridge connecting the inner ring 
and the body; a waste ring as claimed; a stainless steel pedestal as claimed and a 
plurality of ceramic rest buttons as claimed. 

The closest prior art of record to Tepman (EP 0 776 990) teach a shield ring with 
a tapered centering flange, an outer flange and a raised inward extending roof. Tepman 
fails to teach the inner ring utilizing a bridge to connect the inner ring to the body which 
has the inner and outer flanges. The Examiner misconstrued the inward extending roof 
of Tepman as a ring. Applicant's prior art also demonstrates an extending roof as seen 
in Fig. 1.
